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INTRODUCTION, 


The heieiD described were brought to India by Sir Anrel Siein &oul hiu two 

C entral Asian hlxpeditioiis of Archaeological and Cleogrophical reaenrch extending over th e periods 
1 & 06-1008 and 1913-1010 respectively. ^ They were removed from the walls of ruined and de¬ 
serted Buddhist shrines of oases along the old caravan rentes which, skirting the Tatlnmakan, 
passed through what is now Oluti ese Tnrkestan- By the use of these routes contact was estab¬ 
lished and maintamed between China and the Westlfrom the 2nd century B. C, an wards. 

The portions of these ancient highways which mainly concom us in connection with the 
shrines referred to, lie between Kashgar in the west and Suchou in the east. One route runs east 
from Kashgar along the northern edge of the Taklanmban, at the foot of the southern abjiea of 
the Tian-shan range, passing through Maral-baahi, ,ik-3u, Kucha and Koria, Here ftWds 
north-east and makes a loop through the TurSn oasis with its ancient sites of Bejsekiik, Kara- 
khoja and Toyuk, through Hand and south-east to join the southern route at Tan-huang* 

The other road mns^ along the southern edge of the Takkmakan desert at the foot of the 
northern slopes of the K'nn-lnn range and linkmg up the oases of Yarkand, Kiotan, Domoko 
and Kenya, thence runs eastward through Mya, Charchan and Chorfchlik to the sice ol Miran, 
correfiponding to the ancient Shan-shan. Prom MJrin the route continues oast along the shores 
of the (Wed np Suit Sea ^d on thence through the desert to Ttm-huang and Su-chou under the 
protection of the amnentUhinese Limes. Prom tbie southern route come the important paiut- 
inga of the Miran shrines, fra^ents from Kbadalik, Balawaste and Farhad-Beg-vailaki near 
the Domoko oasis and Ch'ien-fu-tung (the “ Caves of the Thousand Buddhas ") nkr the Tun- 
huang oasis. Other fragments come from Khara-khoto, about 400 miles north-east of Tun- 
huang and near the Etsin-gol delta. 

Ipie shrines were either caves or free-standing structures. The caves had originaliy wooden 
or brick or stone entrances with a kind of p(3irch and antochapel added outride. The Beaeklik 
shrines are of this type. The Miran shiinea M. IH and M, V are circular baildiuga tmcloaing a 
circular central SMpa. Cei^^ of ahrines seem to have been almost invariably vaulW and 
the walls and ceithigs on which the paintings have been executed are almost without excoptiou 
plaatered with mud. 

The use of mud and nnbakecl clay as a building material in the Middle East extends back 
to the moat remote antiquity and k still used there more widely than any other material, Th(sre- 
fore the preparation of the mud with a view to its lusting and tenacious properties long since 
become almost a fine art. It is usual to mix in the plaster the dung of cows, camels and goats, 
and some kind of fibrous supstuince, to give atreprth, cohesion and a certain elasticity to the 
material,^ The plaster is applied in several coats, the first “ rendering ** beinff mixed with coarse 
grass, twip and sometimes bits of cloth tags. Succeeding coats have usuaSy finer fibre, from 
hemp or grass and in some the finishing coat contains goat’s hair. Where the husks and'straw 
are in excess and there is no liniafiing coat of liner te.x1lnire, the plaster is feiabie and shows a 
tendency become detached jErom the wall and when no fibre, or a very small proportion, 
is used it is liable to crack and become brittle. Examples of excess of coarse straw are seen in 
the fcagmeitte from SiatSu and the small dome from Toyuk, 

The Miran plaster is rather brittle but does not disintegrate as badly as that oi BistTm. A 
few examples from Ch’ien-fu-tung of very sandy texture have no fibre, are therefore very britiie

and afford little liuld for the jjaint which hafl lifted away from the surface in hlifitcre. The fiag- 
ment from Bezeklik marked Bez. xiii, C., has a coat of weiy fine dark red clay of peculiar, leotlieipr 
texture, very tough and dnished with a fine smooth aurface. Allhouek so well finished tlda 
coat has been covered with a thin final layer of the ordinary fibrous ntudt upon which, the paint 
has keen applied, Siiuilar mud, but coarser, forms the layer behind the red one. It may be 
that the red clay w*ae found to be unsatisfactory to paint upon and so was covered with the 
ordinary fibrous mud. There would seem to he no reason to give the pcnultunate coat such a 
fi ne smooth surface if the original intention had been to cover it with another. 

The p a i ntin gw in the Museum, all executed in tempera,^ ranging in age from about the 
fourth to the tenth centniy, A. D., are fruflicient evidence of the dutahilily of mud plaster, 
buch destruction as baa overtaken tkem has been caused by white anta, exposuro to the efements 
or to deliberate human atrack. Kot only has tie plaster proved itself durable but it also shows 
no evidence of having exercised any deleterious influence on the colours used upon it, When 
colouiB have faded or otherwise changed it Geems to be due to either inherent instability^ in the 
colour itself, or to an unsuitable medium. For instance, practically all yellow has detexiorated 
to a greyish buff, certain reds have gone black or dark brown and some flesh colours have turn* 
ed dark grey or brown. 

It will he seen that with the exception of the yellow, the changes noted are liimted abnost 
entirely to pictures showing strong CMnefie character, such aa Bez. ix. A, and Bez. x. C. The 
assumption is that the paintera of thus type of work were less fortunate in their pigmenta and 
vehicles than were others. 

The fragment of flooring from Bezeklik is intereating aa an exaftiple of the special method 
employed in floor painting to render it safe fiO'm injuiy by contact with bare feet. The procasa 
seems to haye been a form of encaustic treatment, the surface being coated with a film of wax 
or resin after painting. 

The cartoons for the decorations were drawn on paper and the hues pricked through to form, 
a pounce. To transfer the design to the wall, which had been previo^y painted over with a 
priming of white, the cartoon was ^tened flat to the surface and a hla<i or coloured powder, 
such as charcoal duat or powdered ochre, wus then rubbed all over it, penetrating through the 
pricked holes and thus registering the lines on the wbU surface. The cartoon was then reuioyed. 
and the dotted lines were traced over with a brush and grey paint to fix them. Such a pounce 
wii.s ioimd by Sir Aurel Stein in the walled up chapol at the “ Caves of the Thousand Buddhas,” 
(see plate L). 

Tie masses of colour were next laid in, shading and high Ughta added, gold leaf applied 
when required and finally the whole was outlined by a skilful hand. Whore the more practised 
artist saw* modification was desirable in the final outlining^ he did not alw’aya follow strictly the 
first perfuuctoiy grey line. In moat of the Bezeklik paintings the flesh and yellow* parts are out¬ 
lined with Indian red and the remainder with black. In sntne howeyer, black alone is used and 
occasionally other slight modMcations occur, Cioae examinatiDn of the treatment of some of 
the more carefully executed paiiitings will show the skill aud judgment with which certain 
methoda have been evolved mid adopted. 

Before the lat century B. i'. Buddhism had foitnd acceptance in Gandhara where the exteu- 
aive temple remains have preserved the evidence of flellematic influence on the Art of sculpture.

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Uofortunately no examples of mural painting remain but we maj reasonably assume that i± w'as 
equally affected by the same culture, 

from Gandhara Suddhimu is said to have penetrated into Turkestan and is reputed to have 
been ofhciaDy recognised in China in the year 02 A. D, or thereabouts. The eastward spread of 
the religion carried with it approved motivea used in scnlptare and painting and as these came 
into contact with already well developed Art practice they underwetil. local modification. 

Before discussing the Bezeklik paiutings, which form the largest part of the collection, it 
would be more in order to consider those of earlier date. 

Perhaps the earliest painting in the collection is that from Sistan numbered Gha. iv. Svstan, 
although far to the we,3t of the Central Asian sites with which this collection is mainly concerned, 
was an important territo^ in the early history of the trading routes between China, India and 
Persia. With the limited knowledge at present available of ancient Peraiau wall-painting there 
can, be no certainty as to the period to which this very badlv effaced frugnisat shoufil be ascribed. 
But from the purely Hidlcni^c character of the two figurea, tlieic pose and the compuaitioti of 
the picture, the acfmthus band behind their beads and the foliate band above, couplefl with the 
evidence afforded by the conditions of its.dbcovory as described by Sir Aurel Stein,^ there seema 
Tea.=ion to believe, as be suggests, that this painting dates back to late Parthian or eariv Sasanian 
timcK, It may be noted that there is nothing to indicate that the subject of the picture is Budd his- 
tic or even religious. The technic of the work is entirely different from that of the Central Asian 
painting but is sumlar in certain respects, notably in the hot pink of the fleab, to that of the 
other Slst^n fragment, Gha. t. A-C which also has Sasanian characteristios but ia probably much 
later thau Gha. iv. In tliis also there is nothing in the subject neoesaarily Buddhistic- but the 
presence of the nimbus suggeata that the persons so distinguiahed are divinities. The carved 
plaster panel Gha. iv. is probably coeval with this later painting. 

Turning now to the paintings from Miran we finfi an entirely differeut school or schools. 
Mirau is a site on the sonthem of the two principal trades routes, ft lies near the south-western 
edge of the Lop desert, at the foot of the northern sloped of the Altia-tagh; about five hundred 
and twenty miles E. N. £. of Ehotan and two hundred and fifty miles S. of Torfan. As Sir 
Aurel Stein points out, the resemblance which these paintings bear to the sculptural art of Uim- 
dhara leaves no room for doubting the inspiration under which they were prmluootl. The facial 
types are all western with no trace of MougolLiu in any of them. For & full liiscussiou. on the 
style and probable date of these extremely uitereating paintings Sir Aurel Stein’s official report 
“Serindia ” shauld be consulted. .4 lew additional observations are all that are ueede^^l here. 

The absence of the lotus agrees with mneb of the Gandhara sculpture and is perhaps one 
indication of the early date of the work. The restriettyi use of the nimbus and complete absence 
of the vesica, the Indian costumes, the simpUcitv in treatment of the drapery, the apariiuj 
use of jfersonal jeweller)’ and the absence of sandaU or any stirt of foot coverine on most of tho 
figures, are all points of resemblance with the Gneco-Buddhist models.^ The winged angek 
rising from the hollows of a festoon supported by boys is a motive £requent[yfound iu Gfindhira 
sculpture.® In fact the close resemblance of tllese paintings to Gandhara sculpture considered 
in conjunction with the epigcaphicol and other evidence discussed in ** Serindia,” indicate accord¬ 
ing to Sir Aurel Stein, a perte^ between the 3rd and 4tU centuries, A D. 

The flesh is painted with full chiaroscuro, the warm greys generally used for the shadows 
bein^ veiy beautiful. The hnpe^to of the whites of the eyea contrasted with the strong dark 
toucW on the edge."* of the eyelids, gives to some of the faces estraordinary vivacity.* Unlike

growtii. In rJie Bezeklik face it is generalliy a verv attenuated and esAmvagautly designed 
scroll. The hands in the MlrSn paintings are short and strong ; in those oi BezekJikt slender and 
delicate. 

There are two styles of painting eseiuplified in the JiUran Iragmeuts. Ln one the desh is 
painted in broad wash with rather pronounced light and shade and the contoming of features 
boldly expressed in the final outliniiig. This style ia represented by the majority of the frag¬ 
ments but in those numbered M. IIL OOIF, OOlOt 0033 and ii034 there is n veiy much higher level 
of achievement. These four pieces seem to be the work of one artist. The modelling is subtile 
and the rendering of contoara does not depend so much on outlining hut rather upon the realisa¬ 
tion of planes, the deeper hollows being emphasized by masterly touches of dark c-olour placed 
exact^ in the rioht spots. The beautiful bloom on the cheek of M* llJ- 0010. and the skin-like 
texture are produced bv an oveijiainting in long, ublique brush strokes suggestive of pastel 
technic. The high light expressing the prominence of the chin is a single sweeping spiral and the 
lights on the lips are reaerv'ed—not applied over the pink. 

The drapery in M. III. 009, shows the same refinement of treatment as the flesh just 
described. It eeema clear that in these four fragments we have the work of an. artist of 
outstanding ability and one who must be regarded as on an entirely different plane from those 
who are responsible for the rest of the work. 

In all the Mirau painting there is clear evidence of a fully developed technic which has been 
employed without tiny hesitation and with the complete confidence indicative of long familiftrity. 

Betw'cen the period of the Miran paintings and the later date of those of Bezeldik muiU he 
placed certain fragments from sites in the vicinity of the Domoko oasis on the old southern route 
about four hundred and fifty miles S. W. of Miran. These sites are Khadalik, Ealawaste, Far* 
had-Beg-yailaki and Xuduli-kob uU l,vh^ t® the north and northneast of Domoko. 

Certain ahrines on the northern route^ in the Turf^ district also present characteristics 
of the same date, as for example, the smaU dome from Toyuk showing in a veiy graceful scheme 
of scroUing foliage a number of figures representing the lunar divinities surrounding a central 
ddty plac«^ in the crown of the dome ; the fragioeuts from the ceiling and side walls of a passage 
from Toyuk IV. vii; fragments from O. A. (Chong Hass^); H. B. (Kichik Hasaarj and Kara- 
khdja. A very badly damaged piece from the last named site, numbered Bao. ii. 02, is an example 
ofaTfiiy succ^ful " all-over ” decoration and i<^ probably from a vaulted ceiling. It resembles 
decoration from Kizil, a site in the Kucha district, desciihed by GrOntvedel ^ and von Lecoq 
and may be asmibed to about the early 7tfa century. 

Whilp the work of this period shows strong Giwco-Buddhist feeling, it has in addition, a 
local character chiefly noticeable in coEtiune and ornamental detail. Kao. ii. 03 recalls the Ajanta 
figures but the lower, acanthus, border indicates Sasauian influence. In the fragment Kao. 
L ii. 02, etc., is an example of typical Maniduean work of about the Sth century, depending almost 
entirely upon liuft for its effect but with a small aiuuunt of colour on the costumes of kymen and 
on the faces of the priests. 

To return to the Bezeldik paintingB. Most of these piobab^ date to the Sth or 9tb century 
A. D. Tiiev bear Uigur inEciiptions and were executed during the period of Uigur supremacy 
and perhaps many of th 4 >m are by Uigur painters. The character of some of the drawing indi¬ 
cates that the original cartoons were made by artists udth Cliiuese training and in some cases hy 
actual Chinese artuits and that occasionally the executioD of the paintings is that of Chinese. 

A notii^eable peculiarity of the Bezeklik paintings is that almost every figure is drawn three- 
quarter face. Verj' occasionally a back view is given or a three-quarter back; never a true 
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profile, I'he Hanila are generally gracefully poaed and frequently well painted, sometimes witk 
Icitig^p pointed finger The feet are UBiiaUy fiot well drawn biit are well placed with a firm 

grip on the ground. Anatomical detail, especially of tiie bony forms, ^ ie careless and great 
iiifiistance is ol^rved on the knee and elbow joints, with considerable indifierence as to their 
true position, 

Fac^ are drawn with very evident regard for age and type and in the original cartoons 
many of them were undoubtedly clever studies but in reproduction they have sufiored. 

Light and shade is usual but has faded to flatness in many of the paintings. For the shades 
a warm brown, is mostly used and seems to be very skilfull y washed in. Following round the edge 
of the hair, where it meets the face, is usually a ted line, which serves to soften contrast. Just 
above the npper junction of the ear and face is sometmee a little group of diverging ted hn©. 
A faatuie especially noticeable is the attention frequently given to the Rawing of the skull. 
Examples of this realism are seen in the group of lamenting Enouka in Bea, xii, J-L ^ and cspeciaF 
Iv in Bez. xii.* A^l where the shaven monk on the extreme R,p., just below the celratial mansion 
is a fine example. In painting eyebrows, the line of the upper eyelid and the thin monstaches, 
a grey line is usually washed in first and over this a thin black, or other dark coloured line. This 
restdte in a pleasant softncas of effect. 

Wherever architectute is introduced it is Chinese, as for instance, the celestial mansions 
in Ben. xii. A-I, Bez. in.* Aa and otberH. 

The badly preserved fragment numbered Ber. x, K-0 ^ is Chinese work but while exhibit¬ 
ing the Chinese geniiK for expressing action and for fine drawing, it cannot be said to show any 
felicity in composition. 

The fragment numbered Bez. iv. A-C * seems to belong to an earlier date than the majority 
of Bezeklik pieces and may be as early as 7tb to 8th century. The Buddha figures are of 
Tndian type and the curious fringed canopy over most of the figures is found also at Toyuk. The 
three bands of ornament at the top ere non-Chinese and particularly interesting in their oloi^ 
resemblance to western styles of different periods. The upper border is Byzantine with Go^c 
leaning, the middle botdw is Reuaiasance and simulates a row of uiiitules supporting a corniee ; 
the third is pure Gothic and occurs in early pain feed cathedral glass in exactly the same colour¬ 
ing and treatment. 

From Bez. v.* come later but veiy bold and well drawn four-armed Dakini figures stand¬ 
ing on fish and farmin g a fine decorative scheme executed with great freedom and directness. 
T&re is a generel suggestion of Tilwtan influence in the type of ti^ire and in the treatment of 
the lotus patoife on the ceil^. The date is probably about iOth to llth century. 

In concluding this brief survey of the Central Asian paintings attention may be directed to 
the venenil pleasing quality of the themes of colour and the very skilful way in which the changes 
jiie run» on the few colovtis ordinariSy used. It should be remembered that the shiines from 
which the come are in many cases caves and when uot caves are yet buildings whose 

lighting was subdued. Thus the predominance of the glowing red, so noticeabie a feature in 
the paintings, bad especial value iu the dim mteriors and the very spating um of blue is accoant- 
ed for. The variety of design in costumes as well as in the decorative details of borders, halos- 
canopie.^, etc., is stnking and all the ornament is pleasing, eheetfuS and generons. 
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In a few of the Bezeklilt sbrinea evidence was found of earlier paintings nndemeatii these 
Lit^r ones, but unfottunatelj, too fingnientaiT to be of anv use. The prc^n> of a consider^ 
able amount of giiding sug^sted that the eiirher woiik had l>eeu rick

mg pose he is always shown with the body nearly fullduce, the feet firmly placed on one. or two 
otiisea and pointing outwa^ in opposite directions. The ahmildera am braced well back, one 
lup M ftbghtly rai^d and the head, three-quarter face, is inclined a little downward. The pose 
IS famdip from a yen' early period in the plastic art of Greece. Rome, Bactria and 
India. It IS Bssentmlly the pose of the Antinous as Hernjes, in tlie Capitol. 

The face is always calm and ailing, with eyes half cloetid under heavy lids, sfcmngjy up- 
ward-rufvwl ej-ebrowB usually meeting at the root of tie slightly aquiline nos^, a yery thin wroll- 
mg mraistadie and parted lips sht>\nng small even teeth: The ears, large and badiv drawn 
have elongated Jobes pierced i\uth long vertical sUte. The tiMa murk is usnaUy a simple tnicle 
i short and on top of ^e head is a high, slightly roiiical wuifo udth sometimes 

a small jewel at the front oi its ba.'^e. The neck shows two or more encircling folds.

On the head is a more or less elaborate tiara or muhiia which mav vary in pattern but in 
^cntials consists of an encircling band with a group of three rosettes and coloured paJmettes 
in front and a amgle roeebte with palmetto above each ear. The mukiUa seems to be held in posi¬ 
tion by a a long white ribbon tied in elaborate bows at the sides and with long tipplim; 

ends floating upwards across the nirabua, or hanging down. Banging to the ears are orni- 
ments foznmd of a larae gold rosette from which depend two pearls next, the rosette uiid a bunch 
of tl^e cobn^ beads below. Encircling the base of the neck is a colLtr or necklet conni^tirer 
of a bai^ divided into variously coloured sections and with coloureil heads at intervals on iS 
lower efl°e. Below this is u ma^ive carcaufit having usually three Luge gold ro-^ettes at the 
centre held by two long massive Imka. Coloured beads are dispoBcd at suitabl© points. 

On each upper arm is a bread band of colour (dark red-brown, criruson or green) bordered 
with gold and studded with small jewels and oarr^\ing at the outer aide a large cabuohou jewel 
in gold imd a coloured or gold pnlmette riaiug from the upper edge of the bund. On the 
forc-ajm ar^ three gold biiuglea. 

(c) VAJRAPANI.—The figure of the Yajmpam appearing in most of the PrOnKlhi scenes 
ia that of a demon warrior. The face is usually bread and rugged. The eyebrows rise shaiplv 
from the bridge of the nose and then turn abruptly outwarila. The eyes ate large and Herc^ 
hcavy-lidJed and overhung by prominent supra orbital ridges. Above the fn^w betwonn 
^esc ndges is a convex line connectmg them. The mouth h wide, partly opened im thou.^li anarl- 
1 ^ .Hho^ the upper teeth with a short curved tusk at each comer of the mouth. On upper 
lip IS a fiercely brushed moustadm and Just below the lower lip and above the pair of prominePces 
of the deeply cleft chin is a tuft of beard. A short pointed tuft usually grows from below each 
prominence of the chin and sometimes additional tufts on the lower line of the under jaw The 
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<iais. are carried up into liigh points at their upper ei^es and have elongated slit lobes. The hair 
is rather straight, parted in centre and carried behind ears down to the shoulders in two solid 
tua&^es. A top-knot, sometimes flame-like, appears above the mukvia. 

The costume is elaborate and is imtaDy as follows:—A short tunic with tight sleeves reach¬ 
ing to elbow' ft till there tiTiishiTi g in a large frill. FoieannB covered with a cloBe’fitting vambrace 
with an extension over the back of hand nearlj to knuckles. A cnitafisi with gorget and some¬ 
times an extra narrow collar. A kilt reaching nearly to knees, edged with a frOl or ruclu!, loose 
white breeches or loin doth (dAdri") gathered below knee into tight-fitting leg guards from below 
which, round ankles, spreads a green bill Ilka that at elbow. Shoes, In front of body (at 
midrlfi) is a rosette held in place by four radiating bands, one down the cent™ from gorget to 
waist, one from rosette to each shoulder and one encircling the waist. A narrow, itwse belt 
wliich to reach only to the sides of hips where ita ends are attached by large bows to stole- 

like draperv, hangs in front of atomacb and seems to support a lunette of rows of petal-shaped 
plates above and a kind of ftniftll apron or sporan lielow. A shawl hangs from anoulders, its 
upper corners brought roniid to front of neck and tied. A stole floats at aide. One hand carries 
a tiv-w-lmk ftnd the other, unuafly u vojra. Omameutn consist of tuitkufa, ear-rings, armletEj 
bracelet.^, garters and anklets. The costume is probably largely composed of plates of lacquered 
leather. There are variations on the foregoing description vrhich are noted in their proper places. 


NOTE ON THE MOUNTING OF THE PAINTINGS. 

'I'he paintings were remov€5d. from the walls of their shrines as described by Sir Aurel Stein 
in “ Inuetmost Asia in slobs of varying size, averoamg about two feet square and about two 
incUea thick. Strips of strong canvae were glued to the buck to reduce the risk of fracture in 
transit and they were then carefully packed in puire, face to face, with tisane paper and wadd¬ 
ing l>etweeii. Thfa ■* sandwich ” was placed lietween carefully arranged layers of dried marsh 
reeds, each alternate layer placed in reverse direction and waa roped together between wooden 
battens. The whole waa next put into a paeking-caae of suitable size, secnrely packed round 
with more reeds and screwed down. 

In this condition the slabs were carried safely for hundreds of miles over all kinds of rough 
tracks on camels, ponies or yaks to Kflfthmir and thence by carts to the railway. The cases con¬ 
taining wall paintings from the Urd, Expedition were brought to Lahore and stored until such 
time as thev could faj desk with to Delhi. The relatively small number of pieces from the 2ud, 
Expetiition were taken to London where they were exhibited in the British Museum and were 
subsequently brought to Delhi. 

In due course the question of mounting and exliibititig the pictures 'R'as taken up and ufter 
several experiments it was found that the method described below seemed to offer the best results. 

Each slab, as jt wm unpai^ked was nlaced face downwards on a sheet of glass and most of 
the mud cut and acreped aw'uy from the back leaving fust suflicient to hold the painted surface. 
The thinned slab was then carefully coated on the buck with a thin faytn- of pure gypsum plaster 
which made it strong fliinimh to be moved, with great care. When several continuous slabs of 
one picture hud-been hron^t to this stage they were assembled together, srill face downwards 
on the glass and mcasored for an alnminium buck frume. 

Thia back frame was made of al nminium angle atrengthened at the comers and over it was 
gtretcelnl a *’web ” of expandeil iil umini nm sheet. It was then placed on the assembled slabs, 
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the " web ” is contact with the ehihs. Flaatef waB poured all over» and nmnlBg through the 
meehes of the web united with the plaster on the back of the slabs, embedding the e^unded 
sheet 80 that painting and plaster, with the aluminium " web ” embedded between, became 
one. This was allowed to set hard and then the whole was lifted from the glass as one piece and 
hung by means of qtecial adjustable bools to steel cbaunds bolted to the walls of the Mnsemn. 

In the case of the larger painting several such alumini^" frames were required to mount 
the whole and the method by which these were adjusted to 6t together requiiw much patient 
experiment to evolve. A careful scrutiny of the large picture Bez. aii. A-I will reveal t^c number 
of slabs in it (about thirtv-one) and also me fact that they have been cut in very irregular shapes. 
This made the construction of the aluminium frames rather complicated and ^e adjusdng of the 
mounted groups of slabs to ht toother, extremely dif^cult. The thirty'uine original slabs 
^ composing this picture are mounted on dfteen alumimutn fmmes. 

The amrounding background in all the wall cases is asbestos sheeting screwed to teak frame 
work behind it.

Probable date, 9tb to lOtb ceotary A, D, 

A higb-steppmg horse advances from the R.p. towards a group of male and female peraons 
who seem to be either acclfuimng the rider (missing) or marching before him. A sleek long-tailcfd 
hoimd. wearing a coDar and beU, runs barking in the same direction, close to the forelegs of the 
horse. In front of horse and facing it, is a man, three qnarter back view, of dwarfish propor¬ 
tions, leaning on a thick vermilion staff. He w^ears a black hat with a light forehead band. His 
trousers are very wide at the ankles. At his left aide hangs a t^r^slan bow case. Between 
him and the horse i« seen a star^otted demon facing to L.p., another similar demon above 
ami a tbirfi slightly to B.p. looking back. To L.p. of dwarf, and facing the horse, is a female 
fignre, with black coiffure, the hair at forehead cut in sharp angles. On the face am red ci^e 
marks. The rich red robe is long and has long open sleeves. Above and behind ia a similar 
figure standing on a lotus w'ith arm uplifted and a black coiffure of a different typo. In 
front was probably a third female figure of whose robe a small part only is visible. Facing the 
second female is a* male fignre with left hand raised end a mace or some similar object carried 
in his right hand. He wears a long, faded scarlet robe with black girdle and a black hat with two 
pendent and a yellow button above. To L.p. of second female is another man with Chinese 
face and black bat and bdow, a third man o! sinular type, carrying in bis right hand a sword or 
mace resting against his tight ahonlder. Below and in front ia a Creeling demon, with strejim- 
ing hair and raised clenched fiats, the right at bis chert and the left in front of his cbm, facing 
to L.p. with upturned face and open month. His drapery appears to have been green with traces 
of red. 

Cloud scrolls iloat aerr^ the upper part of background and near the upper edge Is the lower 
part of a large lotus. To L.p, at top are the feet and legs of a striding demon. 

The surface is much abraded, the clouds faded or oxidised and there are large spaces w^htire 
the surface is completely destroyed. Some of the demou faces show double contour nnes caused 
probably by the oxidation of one of the lines which was oii^nally a ' bi^b-Ught ^ The stars 
scattered over these figures were probably originally light or perhaps gold. The horse, now 
deep red-brown, was probably white or soma other light tone. 

General character, Chinese. 

2 . Toy.068. 

Fregment in three pieces. 

Probable date, 7th to 8fch century A. f). 

Against a background of Sasanian textile patterns, part of left forearm and hand, knuckles 
downwards, grasping a small bow. On wrist and arm are black (wangles. The textiles of 

c 
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hack'grounel Rudest that the upper part b a short tunic and the lower part a skirt. There is 
however not enough to allow of cjertaiiitj in this interpretation. The tunic is bordered with rich 
red-brown on which are circular rosettes outlined witli small white dot* on a blue line. Centre of 
rosettHH a bull circle surrounded Hy white dots and a bulF circle just within the outer flotted circle. 
Between tlie rosettes are petul'shnped spandrils, blue outlined with white. This border pattern 
is carried up centre of tunic dividing it into two panck which are oli^'e green crossed by wavy 
buff lines forming losenge shapes. In centre of each lozei^ is a small buff circle. Between 
borders and panels is a narow inner border of dark red mth white dots. 

The lower drapery has a rich red-browu CTt>nnd with large rosettes of typical Samnian type 
consisting of an outer Tow of white * peaih? on blatdi, surrounding a four-petalled fiower of 
alternate green and red-brown petals edged with white and outlined black on a dull yellow ground. 
Between rosettes ore blue apota bordered with white dots and with red centetsi altetnating with 
dark brown spots^ red-centxed and bordered with buff dots. 

B. and b, near lower edge arc two mesplicable intrusive buff shapes outlined wdth black. 
Below the E.p. of these two shapes, is a patch of dark red-brown ha^gtotitid bearing a star- 
like buff ffower. Above the same shape, and in centre of a rosette, appears the tip of an animars 
lower jaw- 

The largest piece is well preserved but the two smaller pieces hav'e been discoloured by damp. 


.1 Bez. xiv. A'D. 

From north wall of ebrine. 

Probable date, fttb to 10th century A. D. 

The picture Is di%dded into four vertical sections or registers and each of these is divided 
horizontally into two or more registers. A single continuous subject runs across the lower part 
of all four vertical sections and represents a pilgrimage of persons travelling from a hilly coimiiy 
towards a shrine in a plain at the foot of the bilk - The ahrinCj within a rectangular walled on- 
closure, is seen to the L.p. It is a Chinese building of wood, roofed with tUcs, the centre part 
occupying about one-third of the width, being higher than the two flanking wings. It backs 
upon the fuither side of the enciosmg wall and has a large forecourt and a gateway in the centre 
01 the wall facing the shrine. The whole plan resembles that of a Muhammadan Mosque but 
without the usual cells against the surrounding wsU. 

To L.p. of the wall, outside the enclosure, etauds a man under a tree and to L.p. of him is 
a vertical label for a Chinese inscriptiou which has either never been written or has become effaced. 
To B.p. of enclosure are two ffgures seated on a rug conversing, and to their left but nearer fore¬ 
ground, are two trees with two ffgnres between them, apparently ajtting or kneeling with hands 
lifted os though in aignment. jQie level plain, which is divided by horizontal bands of light 
green, ends here and country becomes increasingly hilly and rugged towards the B.p. Near 
the centre is a stream with hilly, eroded banks and in the middle distance a simple tiessle bridge 
connects tbe opposite banks and forms a footway for the pilgrims, lour of whom are proceeding 
cautLonsIy across it. In the foreground a figure leads a camel laden with gifts lor the shrine, 
towards the stream, probably to a ford. Behind follow other figures and ponies. A man in tbe 
foreground wears a t^ical Chinese conical hat, he and the four person,s with him ha\dng their 
h antis folded in devotion. The remainder is too ahrnded to elucidate, but there seem to have 
been mote animals and figures following and behind them either green trees or graasland. The 
horizontal hnes running across the plain were probably originally yellow and represent a conven¬ 
tion generally used i n Central Asian wall-p aintings where grassland is aho^vn and may be meant 
for divisions between fields or to suggest undulations. 
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The first verticiil section, beginning at the E.p. side, showB two bare-ieggei Nagaraja^ with 
1>eaided demon faces, walking toR. p. in water and each earthing a tray of darning jewelfi. 
Eroded banks border the water in which grow lotus buds and leaves. In the upper register the 
contents of the tray is nearly all broken away, bat in this and in tho lower the flaming jovvela 
are visible. 

In the second vertical aeetioa, divided into three registers, at top is a row of divinities 
descending on atreaming clouds. Next a seated Buddha in barred robe discoursing to a com¬ 
pany of shaven monka ; between the thumb and finger of the Buddha a web of akin ia iudicated* 
Below and in the centre foreground is an enthroned Bodhisattvu surrounded by seated celestial 
figures of which oue is on a smaller scakt than the others, and hns its back towards us,^ 
Scrolling clouds surrotind each of these compoaitions. 

The third section, divided into three re|;isters, shows at top a continuation of the row of 
descending divinities who number five in all. Below are atanrling two preaching Buddha figures 
wearing barred robes. The web of sMn between tluunb and finger is shown on right hand of 
L.p, figure. Each Buddha is shown against a petal-shaped halo and has a circular nimbus, A 
company of Btaiiding celestial figures ia in attendance. 

Below are seven uimbate Bodhisattva heads apparently rising from the ground in two rows 
of three and four respectively. The fiower-strewu ground, probably oiigiiiaily yellow- but now 
bufi, is intersected by tw'o narrow green bands and is divided from, the register above by a Chinese 
wooden rail and pavement. 

The fourth section ia almost a replica of the second but in the upper register the attendant 
figures are not monks. 

The whole is badly faded, abraded and disfigured. The work is probably Chinese.

Erom inner back wall of passage. 

Probable date, 9th to 10th century A. D. 

All the part to R.p. of central figure missing, and part of L.p. side, 

A Buddha figure with vesica and nimbu-s stands with each foot on a separate lotus, head 
turned slightly to R.p., left hand raised to breast level, thumb and forefinger joined in ifUariia 
miidrff and right hand resting against front of body. Plesh, pale, the shading colour having 
faded away. The heavy-lidded eves are rather downcast, eyebrow's drawn in a single line, meet 
over the small but somewhat aquiline nose and a moustache is shown as a much-scrolled 
thin black line painted over a slightly broader grey one. Ears, elongated, with long open verti¬ 
cal slit in each lobe. On forehead, a small red circuhir iilaka. Hair, grey-black with closely 
scalloped edge next forehead ami high basin-shaped li'fnti'fi. At base of is a small fan- 

ahaped jewel. The costume b as described under (<}}, p. x. The upper robe is dull orange- 
vermilion slightly shaded, middle robe grey outlined with w-hite, long robe red-brown outlined 
white. The jewelled garland hangs from the shoulders in two festoons, one across centre of body 
and the oilier at knee level and the long tasselled ends hang from the arms to the ankles. Each 
link of the garland consists of a circular gold rosette with a coloured bead on each side and a 
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buncli uf three eoloiireti beads above and another beJow^ each boneh forraing the base ol a point¬ 
ed trefoil leaf. The beads are grey, green and retl and the trefoi! greem Vesica and nimbus 
have an outer border of refwating cioud scrolls in. grey, pink, green and pale grey, all sharied 
froni dark to nearly white. Outer and inner lines of this border ate yellotv. Next comes a green 
line, then a band of yellow on which is a lozenge pattern in orange strengthened with brown, 
iritb & cross in each lozenge. Next, a white line and a grey one and in the field a filling of long 
hands composed of the same oolouta as those of the outer border and producing g<une- 
thing of tile prismatic e5ect of oil on Tvater. The two lotuses under the feet have green seed- 
tables edged with yellow sturoimded by a whorl of erect ehaded pink petals andi an outer wLod 
of drooping shaded orange-vermilion petals. 

In L.p. foregrouml is a kneeling monkish figure on a small red-brown rug bordered with 
green between yeUoiv' lines offering to the Buddha a candelabnim-Iike censer held by both nut- 
stretched hands. He kneels on botlj knees, body inchned forward and bead tilted tiaek so tliat 
he loobB up at Buddha. Heah, faded to buff, slightly grey on shaven chin. Eyebrowa, grev 
V ith added black hair lines. Ear lobes, small with round holes. Nimbus has green field sur- 
rounded by shaded red, ehadeti grey and yellow. Three garments seem to be worn. One with 
long sleeves, buff or yellow. A cloak of didl w rmili nn handed and bordered \ritb yellow and 
lined green, reaching almost to knees. The finin g appears at two places, on the left forearm, 
and at the lower edge falling from the two forearms, and at left knee. An under robe of dull 
carmine fan unusual colour in these pictures) shows at right breast, over right forearm and cover¬ 
ing knees. It b shaded and contoured with white and llack. A stole over left shoulder is yellow 
ahiided with carmine. Censer, yellow (gold). 

Above and behind arc two DevTitas, that to the L.p, almost entirely broken away. The 
other stands partly bidden by the vesica of the Buddha, the body slightly turned towards vesica 
and the head turned looking back towards the other Devata. The bands ate raised in imitation 
of the pose of the Buddha, Flesh, pale, eyeballs, white, lips, brick-red. Simple tilaia. Hair, 
black, bimcbed high on back of head, festooned across forehead, two tressea looped round ear 
and long wavy treasca falling behind shoulders. Costume as (b), p. xi. has red centres 

to rosettes and red and pink palmettes. Necklet, red and gold with green and grey beads. Usual

surrounded by yellow, green and yeHow'. JHukuta as first but with green palmettes. Usual 
ear-rings. 

At top of picture are two monks, one eldeiiy, to 11.p,, looking back towards the yonnger 
on hifi left. The ekler is rather bald above forehead, has bindiy eyebrows, a nose which pro¬ 
jects more abruptly than usual. lie wears a loose green under-robe pasaing over both shoulders, 
V'-,=ih3[Jed at neck and an upper robe of bright red btirred with bun, bordered white auij lined 
with red as shown at tani-overs at right wrist, breast and at back of neck. A grey shaded stole 
passes over his left shoulder and under tiie right hand. He wears round hia neck a black lo&aiy 
udth cross. He would seem to be a forei,gner and perhups a Christian. The handa are posed iu 
imitation of the Buddha. Flesh, tanned and shaded. Eyebrows, grey with black hair lines.

S-U. excepting variations hero 
described. Costume as (n), p, x. Hair, dull blue outlined with red, scalloped edge next 
flesh.

ocroll hnrjlrr Short tindar-robe, groenish buff, contoured white and dark brown or gray. Long 
robe, dark red-brown contoured white. The jewelled garland hangs from shoulders iu one loop 
down to knee level and is composed of pointed trefoil Links alternately gold and green with a 
bead at the base of each. At lowest point of the loop is a gold boss with coloured Wads at cardinal 
points and a large green and gold tassel below. Two long ends of the garland bung right and 
left, each terminating in a tassel {that to L.p, missing). Sandals have brown soles and have 
tivo-ply straps, one ply ted and the other grey- Each foot rests on a Igtua with p-een seed-table 
border^ ydlow, surrounded by a whorl of pointed petals, shaded pink. Vesica and nimbus 
have green field covered with red Chinese coral-like flames, surrounded by a white band eflged 
black inside and red outside, a grey band, a white hand, then a hand of grey rosettes on a red 
ground, a shaded green band and an outer band of muiticoioured rigaaga between yellow erlgea. 
This band is divided into wing-shaped masses (as in the corresponding border in Bex. iii. W-Y)“ 
against a dark red-brown background. At base of each pahuette—or wing-shape—and resting 
on the inner yellow edge of band, is a largo white disc and between palmettes, on the dark- 
led-brown background, are smaller discs or pearls. The zigEags are red, yellow, pale brown, 
yellow, red, yellow, green, yellow and so on. 

The lotuses Hupporting the feet rest on a curved raft with red frame fltted with gold ferrules 
at projecting ends and gold floor. The raft floats on the water of a straatn of which one bank is 
Been to R.p. The water is greenish huff with s^virlmg contour lines In buff. The banks are green 
with black gross tnfta and contour lines curving downwards towards the water to convey the 
idea of inidulatiiig slopes, and with eroded edges, red, to suggest earth. 

To E.p. of the Buddha and kneeling on the bank is a person whose right hand only is partly 
visible, bntdiTig a golden dish containing pink fruit (?), Just by the hand is the knee of perhaps 
another figure *with green tunic hordered with pink cdgetl on both aides with yellow and below, 
a red skirt. All but these fragments of these figtirea is broken away. 
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At top E.p. is a Devata, three-quiurter face, looking towards the Buddha. For general 
description of costume see (6), p. xL ^ Flesh, pale. Eyebrows and upper eyelashes, black. 
very pale b^wn-grey (faded or unfinished) in long tresses belli od shoulders'. Aluiufa has upward- 
waTmg white teenia-ends; jewels faded but one green palmette preserved. Ear-riijm, faded 
green centres aud red pendent beads. Necklet, longitu^ally red and gold with green beads 
attached to lower gold edge. Carcanet, faded, two large rosettes with green jewels and beads. 
Anmot, green edged and studded gold with boss aud green jewel at outer side. Bangles, trold 
with bead on uppermost. * Upavita; green. Stole, Tight red. Girdle, white with pbk and 
green festooned cord (uru-dcr«a) below.

To R.p. are three figures remaining. (A fourth with laden camel, mule and horse, miaa- 
iogd The lowest is a Devata, three quarter face, turning away from centre with hands sii^tly 
raised os though repeating the address of the'Buddla to persons further to the Face, badly 
damaged.

Mouth, small with thin grey monstacUe and minute *' imperi¬ 
al Kyebrows nearly meet over nose and are atrongly arched with simple tilaka between. Hair, 
dark grey, in two heavy undulating masses falling behind ghoi,ilders and atndded with gold rosettes. 
Nimbus has light green field Eurrounded by dark: red and yellow. Muhtia, composed of anthe^ 
mifiii acroUs, gold outlined red and grey and white taenia tied on each side in a lai^e bow from 
which float two streaming onds to B.p. arid the loop of a thirff to L.]k Necklet red, with gofd 
section at front, a row of small circular dots (beads) along upper edge and a row of sketchily 
drawn pointed spirals at lower edge, in black. Carcanet has three gold rosettes (partly covered 
by the nand.s) with grey and green heads and at lower edge of plain hanfl is a row of spiiala :ls 
on necklet. Armlets, gokl with large palmette .it upper edge, with green jewelled centre and green 
and grey beads round outer curve. Triple gold bangles with row of spirals at upper edge of each 
and green and grey beads at upper edge of highest, “ UpavUa ” and stole, red-brown, stole 
with fringe of white giittae at ends and uptJvUa " with green (?) pleat falling below hands, Ka- 
niarbaud (?), white in a series of overlapping ecaler-hkc pleats with end falling at centre. Loin¬ 
cloth grey-buff, edged with dark grey and hued pink. Skirt, red-brown bordered \rith yellow 
on whirk is a scroll oimiinGUt in blimk. Sashjround hips, green. Lotus has green centre, border¬ 
ed yd low, contoured Iduck, Petals, in one whod only, nhaded red, contoured yellow. 

Second figure luuj hands in aiijoJt pose and is very similar to first hut. mniiuta has a gold rosette 
over ear. Eyes appear to have more fleshy lids than those of the fijst figure and have a rather 
leas Mongolian character. Hair is looped in double tress round ear, passing across elongated 
lobe. Necklet, in alternate yeQow and red sections. Kamarband (?), white, not pleated 
as ill first. Long pleat (abraded) hangs over legs in centre. Stole, as first but without tfultae 
fringe. Sash round hips not visible. laitus has yeliow petals shaded with green. 

Tlie third figure is similar to second but the left hand is held pahu upwards at breast with 
pink flower resting on it. Right hand is upright in protecting pose over the flower. Muhifa 
has red streamers from taenia. Hair is in heavy tresses to the shoulders. Stole is m front of 
shoulders, half r&l and half green. Lotus, as fiist figure. 

The general condition shows less wanton damage than most. The colonre have darkened 
and seem to have an excess of me<liura which has caused surface-cracking in phicea. The green 
is nearly all abraded to white.

Pragnient Khowing the upper part of an adoriutf figure tunied almost profile to L-p, The 
figure is either kneeling or ailing with legs croiB^d, the body leaning forward from hips, bend 
tuted back, eyes downrnst, bands folded and uplifted to nccE* lewl. The thumbs are strongly 
abducted so that they are iiplight, while the imgers point horizontallp This is a peculianty 
found ill most of the Ki sil paintings of the 6th to 7th century. On toe head is a small close- 
fitting cap with dark pink head-band Btndde<l with white dots (pearls) and with a large white 
ball at back. The body of cap is yellow covered with Sasanitm floral ornament in red outline. 
A long thin white stieamcr hangs down the back. 

The flesh is pale and shadetl with brown-pink and outlined red. Eyes, are heavy-lidded 
laige and dreamy; eyeballs shaded with grey, Eyebrows, black and not so arched as in the 
Bereklik paintings ; they do not meet the contour Uuc of the nose. There is no grey Imc below 
the hard black the same hardness of line appears in the outline of the upper eyelids. Lips 
are dull pink. Hair, black, drawn right and left across tempies and hanging sleekly to shouldtus. 
The type fif face is Indian and the Hues of the drawing of the features show a certnin lack of akill 
and Imtiwledge. In the ear is an ear-ring which is a quattefoil, the lowest foil being a green 
jewel and the upper foil drilled to engage with loop of the ear-lobe which passes through it. 

The body is n^ide to hips eircepting for a narrow, liver-coloured stole outlined black and 
with a white line near ita upper edge. The stole passes round back of waist over the crook of 
the arms and is pulled forwaxtl rather tightly, a loop and two ends falling towards lap. A thin 
hlack double thread tied in a sketchy bow at right side, passes round tbe body behind shoulders 
fiTifl across lower pitrt of chest. At the bow is a row of four black dots (beads) and on each of 
the four loose enck is a sunilar bead. Four ends and beads appear hanging from the other side 
of body, it is not clear how the cord is kept tram slipping off the body, but this is probaUy 
due to unintelligont drawing. Round neck is a plain gold double band and ou breast a massive 
carcanot simply chased. Both are drawn in impossible positions. On the upper simis are gold 
armlets with an ellipticfil rosette on the outer side of the right armlet but that on the left arm b 
shown on the inner aide in disregard of accuracy. On the wrist are two bangles. On the back 
of the right hand is drawn an eye in black. The sldri; is dull crimaon-red outlined black and 
figured with a large repeating circle composed of white dots, a yellow circle within and in centre 
a four-armed foliate acrull in grey-green outlined white. In the sp^es between eirclea arc small 
yellow rin^ with grey centres. The nimbus has a dark green field with a buff edge which has 
pairs of short biusn strokes like thorns drawn inwards on the green; sunoumled by pink, shad- 
mg outward to nearly white. Two pointed and very styliseil wing-like flames, yellow out¬ 
lined with red, issue fro u behind shoulders. 

Background is rich red on which are scattered blue-grey flowers with green leaves, udth 
contours and dots in white and smaller plants all in white. L^ge leaf at top, greeai with yellow 
and black outlines. On each side of the figure is the curved edge of a large vesica.

The surface is divided iuto three suhjefts bv vertical bands of Chinese cloud-flowcts aimilar 
to those already describeii*^ A ccawidcrabifi poTtion of the painting is inisBing, iuchiding the 
lower half of the L.p. and centre of R.p, pkttire, the lower half of the E.p. and the w'hole of the 
central figure of the middle picture and all but the li.p. side of the L.p. riictnre. Asniall portion 
of the frieze remains at the toji L.p. I'oriier and from there, tcovard&'tne upper part of the 
first subject, is tnthoi broken. 

The first subject to R.p, .shows a Buddhii, witli vesica and nimbus, standing tliree-quarter 
face, turned towards the L.p, with head inclined downwards. The right hand Tina w'cb between 
thumb and fiiEt finger ancl is raised tn level of chest in vilaH^n mtidta, palm outwards, The 
left hand is raised nearly to shoulder level ami slightly extended to L.p. palm up, lightly holding 
a piece of cloth, red-biowu barred ^rith yellow. Face, daznoged. Tlesh. faded. Eyebrows, 
faded black trver grey, w'ell arched and meeting over nose, which is thin uiid rather aquiline. 
Moutli, slightly open showing upfjcr teeth. Moustache shoTni ns a thin .■seroll in black over grey 
on each side of lip. (.lain, sms 11. Upper ej'clids rather heavy. Simple tsVulo. Hair, short 
and faded, uith high Ears, long, with a ijqiiure-ondeD slit, Ilands, very delicately 

draw'll and with pointed finger uaiiLs. Upper robe. Ted-brown. Grey uuder-robe showing at 
left breast. A jewelled chain haop round shoulders crossing centre of front of body. From 
this a gimllar cluiin hangu in a fest*,wn probably to about kuetf level attached by its upper ends 
right uud left of hreaatV From the Bfiine points hang two straight chains which probably ter- 
mi lo tted in. tassels belowr knee level, (Only the L.p. upper ^jortiona of this system of chains 
appears, the rcniiimiler being broken away). The links are jiltertmte gold rosettes and lozenges 
with u coloured bead at every jaint and. a beml on each outer edge of e^'niy rosette, Kosettes 
and lozenges are clietsed and have coioxired centre, jewels, hlimbus and veaicn have the field 
filled with zigza|; bauds of colour— grey, red, green, pink, in various tones with yellow dividiDg 
bands ; surrounded by yellow, grey, yellow with ncrull put tom in red, shaded, green and an 
outer zone of coral-like cloud scrolla in the same coloura as the zigzag field but shaded from dark 
along ceutre of eacdi scroll to nearly white at erigea. ■ The cloud soroU zone is bordered W'itb 
yellow. 

To L.p,, at levd of hands of Buddha is the top of the head of a young monk tumed three- 
quarters towards vetica. Fkah, faded. Hair, black, short, cut ungularly in points between 
eyebrows and at temples. Nimbus has green field autrounded by red, grey and yellow. 

Above is a A^'^jrapani with right hand raised above the head grasping a vajra and left hand 
against breast holding a fly-whisk. Face, very badly damaged- Flesh, pale and unaliaded- 
Deraoii face, prominent cleft chiii with a amall pointed tuft of beard on each prominence and 
fiercely brushed moustache. The costume is described under (e), p. xi Cloak over ehouldeis, 
tied in Icnot in front, is red- Gorget, shaded green with yellow edges. Stomacher or tunic, 
grey with red central vertical band, yellow bordered and similar bands tight and left. Upper 
arms, dark red-brown. Armlets, grey with gold borders, studs and green-j ewe lied boases, 
Elbovr-frilia, green. Vambracea, yellow and red, red at wrist with three yellow wrist bauds. 
Girdle, white, divided into oblong links. " Sporaii ", red with buff edges and centre and : 
frill. Above girdle, red petal-shapes over white and green bands. Groy-bufi hip-piece project^ 
below girdle to L.p. Large how under left arm, dork red, 

lu foreground, to R.p. stands a Devata in ahjali pose three-quarter face, turned towards 
vesica. Face, damaged. Flesh, pale, excepting feet which are darker. Hair, grey with 
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top-knot and heavy tresses falling behind ahonttlore and studded with gold voJuted OEnanients. 
Miihita has white lainia, a group of tliree gold rosettes at centre and one over ear with pmb and 
green leaves above centre group. Ear-rings, gold, rosettes. Nimbus has red field flUTTOimded 
by shaded green, white lino, crimson, yellow. The costume is dtacribed under (ft), p. nL 
Necklet, a double row of alternate red and chased gold sections, (.•arcanet, gold rosettes with 
coloured beads, SfLDj^leSi duU red* Loin-clottj buH sttudcd riKlt greeii boidered 

Skirt, dark red. Kamiirhand, white with long ends tied in bow hanging down centre to anklew. 
Belt/gold bordere*], dividwl by transverse gold bars into sections of which the alternate ones 
are red with gold centre! boss and the otheca’'alternaU*ly grey and green. Below belt, nrw-domo 
in loops of alternate anti grcT and red and green* kSaalLj shudeti greVi the cuds loosely tied 
and fioating in bi-syiumetriciil curves right and left. 

Above is a young monk, three-quarter face, turned towards vesica, in avjali pose. Face 
almost all hacked away. Flesh, tanned and shafled. IIair, black. Nimbus green field 
flurrounded by shaded red, shaded grey, yellow. Kobe, bright kwI with green lining. Under- 
robe, showing at breast, yellow. 

At top R.p. comer is part of a frieze similar to that of Bez. v, Below frieze is one 

end of a white horizontal label, jirobably intended for a Brahmi inacription, init blank. 

The next subject shows the two sides of a vesica and parts of nimbus of a standing Buddha 
figure (missing), d’he vesica border is of the Chinese cloud-flowet type,^ with a samll natnral- 
istic calyx at base of each flower mass. The gremnd of this border la brick-red. The flowers, 
red wrtli yellow' calvx and gree-n leaf at top. The inner border shows a red scroll on btifE ground. 
The field seems to be green. An Uigur inscription in black appears on tlie outer band to L.p. 

To R.p. of vesic,s are three persons. The lowest of the three, of which only part of the head 
on left side remains, is a Devata, three-quarter face turned towartla vesica. Flesh, faded to 
buff. Hair, black. Muhm ha-s white m a group of three gold rtwettes in front with red 
palmettes and heads above, b’ar-rings, gold rosettes with coloured beads. Nimbus has green 
field surrounded by shaded red, grey and yellow. Armlet, red with gold edges and stud* 
Bangles, gold with green jwilmette attached to upper one, ' Upatiia* red. 

Aliove is an elderly monk, three-quarter face, tuiued towards vesica. Fate, which ia 
badly damaged. Is tanned and shaded. It shtiws heavy supra orbital ridges with .sccoiidary 
folds above connected at centre by a .shuri convex line. Nose, large. Chin, deeply cleft. Fold 
below chin is carried up cheek. Cliin and upper lip darkened with grey. Eyo-brown, grey and 
buahv with dark hair lines, Iriiis, p^de grey-blue ■ pupil black; btdl of eye, shadeil with grey- 
blue.' Bara, large and piercefL Hair, tpvjy. Head, partly bald on toji. Anatomy of neck, 
strongly eraphaaized. Nimbus has red firld surroimdcd by dhacied green aud yellow. I^ft band 
in ciVorta pose, Robir, red with green boxdnx. The person here represented is evidently’’ 3 
foreigner. 

At top is a young monk, three-quarter faca, tiiming away from vesica, both hands raiaiid 
in toadiing pose* Pace, damaged. Plerii, hided. Nose, long ami fine. Eyebrows meet oyer 
nose. Hair, black, sburt, cat uugulaxly in poiui between arching eyebrows and forward point 
at temple and down to bent line of ear. Nimbus has green field surroundeHl by rod, grey and 
yellow. Robe, ted with green al bretist. 

To L.p. of veaica, below in fore^un^ ia an important porsounge, but without halo, seat- 
'^(d in wratera fashion, on a low ^tooT. His hands are folded in oitjofi pose and he looks towarrls 
vesica while a saintly barber, standing behind, cuts olT liia long hair with a razor. His mouth 
baa been damaged by some dark colour smeared over it. Flenh, fadciL Eyebrows, strengly 
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aniied imd tueetiog over the thin, aquiline uuse. Eyes, (lowncaat. Hiup, iu heRvy nnn-i^i} 
behind shoiilderB, with small locks falling in front of forehead and neck a.s tiiey are cut ofi hv the 
barber. Simple The long, slit lobes of ears i;arry gokl rosettes with bunches of five 

coloureti beaus hanging to them. Necklet, in gold aird red secirons, the gold ohiised and red and 
green beads attache to lower edge. Carcanet shows three large gold rosettes. Armlets, red- 
brown with gold edges and studs, a bcrss with green jewel on the outer side of each and a green 
leaf-shafted paimette above in front. Tbtee gold double bangles on eaeli wrist i^dth green pal rn- 
ette rising hnm the highest on each forearm. * Upauta' saffron with green pleat. Stole, 
saffron but no green. Loin-cloth, buff shaded with hr own-pink and bordered green, Skirt, 
brown-])ijok. LiirdJe shows buff end banging between knees. The stool has a green top surface 
and the outer face of top of frame is bnck-red with yeffow edges and studs. Immediately below 
is a bauil of ^cen .scrollwork on white and the same at lower ^ge of picture. There seem to be 
also two vertical bands of the same pattern suggesting short legs. Between the scroll bands the 
surface is divided into rowif of alternate brick-red and green rectangles. 

Behind seated figure stands the barber-monk with face and head badly broken away and 
dark colour smeared over the mouth and chin. Flesh, pale. Ryebrows anil nose, a imilar to^ 
those of seated figure. Ears, long and pierced. Ilair, black and short. Nimbus has real field 
surrounded by shaded green, light buff and yellow. Ho wears no omameats, Rohe, red- 
brown with green borders. Stole, over left shoulder, green. Raxor handle, red-brown ; blade, 
warm buff. The barber bolds the handle of razor in right liand aud pushes the blade br^’ard 
with the left. The pose of hands is dcEcate and most expressive. 

Behind and above the barber is an older monk, three-quarter face, looking towards the 
vesica. The face is damaged. Flesh, tanned and shaded. Heavy supm-orbit'^ ridges meet 
above nose, the upper arched lines bridged by s short convex line. Ei'ebrows, bushy, grey 
with black hair lines. EyebalJs, shaded with warm grey. Irids, pale grey, pupils, blue-black. 
Nose, tlajnaged. Month, delicately curved. Chin, slightly prominent and darkened, as is 
ujiper lip, with brown to suggest shaven surface. Forehead, round and head bald over top. 
Hair at sides, brown. Ears, elongated and lobe pierced lorming large open ring. Field of nim¬ 
bus, shaded green surrounded by red, dark buff and yellow. Right hand raised in argumenta¬ 
tive or teaching pose. Left hand probably in fliinikr pose hut lower and partly hidden by barber’s 
nimbus.

All three of these last figures show considerable skill in characterization.

Cloak over shoulders, knotted in front, Te<i. (iorget, shjiderl 
green with yellow etigea. Stomacher, grey with red centre vertical band, yellow bordered and 
sindJar bands ri^ht and left. Upper arms, dark red-brown. Armlets, grey with gold borders, 
studs and green jewelled boEaee. Right foimmi hae green elbow-irills and buff and tct vambiace. 
Vajra, of which one end only ahowa, cross-shaped, the lateral limbs shorter than the longitu-, 
dinak Each limb is triangular with apex outward anti a ball terminal on each point. Each 
triangle has a gold midrib, the four midribs meeting at the crossing. The surfaces on the opposite 
sides of the midrib are reBpectivelv shaded green and shaded red and so disposed that when tliey 
meet at crossing, ^een meets^ red in a mitred junction. The fly-whiak has white hair set m a 
red knob below which is a white ferrule and dark red-brown stick. 
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The third Bobject shows three to R.p. of a targe veaica which probably enclosed a 

standings teaching Buddha figure. The outer Dorder of vesica is decorat^ with a repeating 
wing-abape of wavy flames of various cokiuxe, pointed, end directed otitw'ard and upward. At 
the base of wing is a sort of calyx from which the flames issue. On the inner side of this border 
are three lines of colour, then a band of dotted rosettes on a faded ground. Then three more 
lines and the field. 

Lowest figure, a standing Brahmin, three-quarter face turned towards vesica, the hands 
near together near centre of body, the pose of toe right hand uncertain and that of left, piilm 
outwards, thumb and index finger directed downwards, other three fingers flexed upwards. 
Across left wrist hangs a tiger skm which appears again beside right thigh. Lower part of fac'e, 
damaged. Flesh, tanned. The face is that of a mariirc bearded man, probably of north Indian 
race. Eyebrows, blue, rise sharply from b^ide prominent fold above nose and change their 
direction abruptly, running outward and slightly upward in a concave curve. Eyes, lot^, 
slightly oblique and rather heavy lidded. Nose, rather large and prominent with fleshy wing. 
Moustache, dull blue, full. Beard, dull blue, medium length, carried up side of jaw, over 
ear to meet hair. Ear, large with long lobe pierced with large open hole in which hangs a large 
gold ring with gtoup of £.ve coloured beads at lower edge. Hair , dull blue, wavy, with top* 
^ot and han^ng down behind ear and shoulder. It is partly covered in front by a row of red 
volutes depeDaing.from lower edge of fOentia or planted in the harr as in the case of some of the 
Devatas. white taenia, gold band supporting erect red trefoil leaves. Nimbus haa 

green field surrounded by duU red, pale brown and yellow. Necklet, in red and gold sectiotiB 
with green and gold beads attached. Carcanet, gold with green leaves at sides and green ami 
red beads below. Armlet, led-brown with gold edges, stud and palmetto and boss with green 
jewel towards front. Tiger akin, bufi with black marking. Kamarband, white. Uru~dnma, 
in ted, yellow and green sections. Long cords, perhaps part of urti-dama, hang at sides. Sash, 
yellow. Loin-cloth, red-brown with green border at knees. Bound the calf of each leg is a 
short, tightly fitting sheath or legging of smooth fur with longer fur top and bottom edges. The 
legging extends only from below Imee to about ankle. Colour, faded yellow with black details. 
Anklets, gold with green palmettes. Sandals, red-brovrn soles and r^ and yellow straps. 

Above and behind, is a monk, three-<juarter face, turned towards vesica. Face, damaged. 
Flesh, tanned and shaded. Hands in any aft pose. Eyeballa, warm grey. Face smeared with 
grey where shaven. Hair, paJe grey-brown, cropped short, NimbuB has red field surrounded 
by green, red-brown and yellow. Bobe, red-brown with green at breast. Stole over left should¬ 
er, shaded yellow. 

At top is an elderly personage, a Sfidhu, with large eyea and nose, heavy brows, bushy 
eyebrows, large moustache and thick beard. In right hand he holds a taara at breast. Left 
arm, on which the anatomical structure is strongly indicated, raised high towards his left front. 
Eyes and mouth, damaged. Flesh, faded. Eyebrows, bushy, grey with black hair lines. 
Eyeball, shaded with warm grey, ^ds, pale grey, pupils black. Hair, warm grey, strained 
tightly back from forehead and tied in a knob at back of head. Ear-rings, plain ring with two 
beads and jewelled boss. Necklet in grey and gold seetdons and with green and grey beads 
attached. Stole, warm brown with green lining. Nimbus has green field surrounded by red 
and yellow shaded with grey-brown. 

On the narrow yellow borders of the vertical floral band to R.p. are insenptions in Uigur 
painted in black. 

The general background, faded to green-grey, ia powdered in suitable apacea with f alling 
fiowers and leaves.

To L.p. of the border is a sioall I 'hinese pavillioii with no visible door. It is a timber-framed 
Ptmcture with plastered waDs and tiled roof The aurroutidmg eourlyard is the upper terrace 
of a suh-structure most of which is miasing. Timbers, red. Plaster, pinlnsb white. Tiles, 
which show the typical Chinese circular ends, grey with lifter grey or white dividing lines. 
" Barge-boards ” of gable ends are green, curled up at their outer ends and hnished at their 
apex in a grotesque bird or griffin head looking along the ridge of pavillion which Ls also green. 
At centre of ridge is a green flaming jewel ” flnial with red centre. Background of pediment, 
black against which is a bold Chinese character Heaven) in dull pink.

The ceil¬ 
ing design consists of a great lotus auirouiided by white pearls and with very stylised, flaming 
c*»iowwi(,» in the four spandrels at the comets. Along the edges of ceiling next the waUs is a 
simple grey border band, obliquely batched with black giving a sort of cable eflect. The great 
lotus baa a whorl of eight broad, pointed, pctala and a second whorl, the points of which ^ow 
between those of the first. One edge of each petal is curled over near its tip as in Roman rosettes 
The colour of the petals is now' dark red-brown but was perhaps originally pink. In the centre, 
at base of each petal, is a large light circolai patch, shaded off at its edges rather abruptly, into 
the dark colour. Bold contour linee on petals, pink-white. Background to petals, blue-grey. 
The centre of lotus is light brown with lighter seeds, outlined red-brown.^ StameoB are indicat¬ 
ed at base of petals by toops of white dots on thin aupporting lines radiating from centre. Sur¬ 
rounding centre is a ring o3 white pearls on black. Tbs outer ring of pearls is also on black. 

The four comers have a pale green ground, with ct'nidsioui and other detafis in bufl, grey 
and dark red-brown, outlined black, are in the form of elongate hexagons divided 

into a lozenge at each end by drawing two lines parallel to the two end sides of tbe hexagoEL 
Each loacngE is divided into four by two diiuneters and in each of these four divisions is a mtt. 
The centre of the hexagon is divided lon^todinally by a lins joining tbe two inner angles of the 
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end lozenges. One of the two divisions b coloured dark and the other light. Leaf-shaped flarots 
issue fioni various parts of the ctntefnans and the details of their treatment varies slightly. 

Each of the adjoiniiig walls shows two vertical divisionsi the dividing band being a label 
with Chinese inscription. One of the divisjons on each wall showa part' of head of, probably, 
a Buddha, with nimbus and aherve, a tree. Flesh, pinh. Hair, grey. Nimbos, 1^ white 
field shaded to pink surrounded by grey-blne and bui! shaded to red. 'Tree, a black mass with 
shaded dark brown-pink and grey fiowers painted on it.^ 

The other divisions are, on one wall, a vertical oblong frame {lower part missing) of whito 
pearls on a pey-black ground. Surrounding it are conventional niuk flames. Within, oblong 
is divided W dark lines into squares, which, tinted alternately pale bufi and grey, look like 
squares of ^ass, giving the whole oblong the appearance of a window. To B.p. of this is a 
vertical acanthus mrder in pink, buE and grey, of a type which ooouis in Gothic painted glass. 
On the other wall the second division is occupied by successive rows of three fl aming jewels similar 
to ^ose in the spandrels of the ceiling, ^e vertical acanthus border’appears on both outer 
edges of this wall. Background to all the divisions is light. 

Below the cable ** ceiling borders and forming a frieze at the top of each side wall is a band 
of uudula tiu g acanthus in an arrangement of grey-blue, bofi, green and dark red-brown on a 
Hark red ground. The border has a Byzantine charactu. AJQ colours have probably changed 
considerably.

Fragment showing part of canopy and Bodhi tree, with six adoring Devatas on the L.p. 
looking towards the canopy. 

The canopy seems to be constructed on a dark red-brown band with yellow edges and studs. 
The upper edge terminates at each end in a fleur-de-lis palmette finial or which the central leaf 
is flame-shaped. Above the band is a group of three b^-shaped domes coloured in horizontal 
hands of red, green, duU pink and grey, each dome stmaount^ by a flame finial. The upper 
edge of canopy band carries a row of ^aded pink lotus petals and from lower edge hangs an 
elaborate valance consisting of a double row of V-ahaped tabs, alternately shaded red and shaded 
pink, each with a yellow centre, in front of a narrow band of grey and white vertical stripes edged 
with white guttm. Behind these are draped two rich rod festooned cloths edged with larger 
white guttse. In front of each cloth hangs a festooned golden baud carrying at its centre a large 
golden boss or rosette aud four small b^dl-jewelsj alternately grey and gteeu disposed round it. 
At each of the upper ends of the gold bands is a green ball-jew^. From the fleur-de-lis tenuinals 
of the canopy band depend tassel-shaped pleats of green cloth, each with a central pleat com¬ 
posed of imbricated V-shaped tabs of many colours. A similar pleat hangs in centre covering 
the contiguous edges of the fe.stotmed cloths, Abnost aunounding the canopy are great daisy- 
like whorls of long green leave-s each whorl having a pink peony in its centre, A few sterna of the 
tree bearing these blossoms appear to L.p. 

To L.p. of canopy is a frieze of festooned red cloth similar to that of the canopy but instead 
of the jewelled band there hangs a pleat or sash of white cloth tied in a bow. 

Below the frieze the six Devatas are grouped in three rows of two each. Whether they are 
stauding or sitting (as in Bez. i. H. 1.)^ or luieeling (as in Bez, i. M. N.)- is not clear but they all 
aeem to be adoring and they ore all thne-quarter face and looking towards canopy. 

The Devata at top li.p, has flesh tanned and shaded. Contour lines , black. Tilaka indicated. 
fEair, dark red, dressed in top-knot and in tresses crossing forehead, two loops haagiug below 
oar and long tresae.s behind stiouhlefa. A bufl taenia carrying gold ornaments surrounds top- 
knot and the ends hang down behind. Necklet, in red and gold sections. Nimbus has green 
field surrounded by rings of white, red shaded towards outer edge and yellow, Carcanet, gold 
(mostly broken away or hidden), ‘‘ffpoaifei”, red contoured with darker red.

I'he jewelled garland is made 
up of ulteniiite round rosettes .and long lenticular beads with a cluster of three fimal] round beads 
at ea^ end of the long lieails, a bead at each side of every rosette and every long head witfi the 
addition generally, of a smnli paimette behind ouch of tbeac lateral beads. ' The garknd bancs 
in two loops—one across cheat and tbu other about to kuM level. A tassel bangs from this second 
loop. Homontal loops pass round the upper arms just below skmlders. The two free ends 
hanging from the forearms down ^e sides, have taeseb at their ends.

At the Jower wlge is a row of aiiver 
gutt>e. At each side of the ceatial part of tassel is a sort of gifiy-blae wing, which forma a 
background for the hdUiant colours of the central port. The lotuses under the feet have [neeu 
centres snirounded bj" a yellow line and a row of pale bine petals, with white edges. The 
petal-shaped vesica and the circular nimbus have the field competed of banfls of red, 

green, bine and yellow, surrounded by & dark red border with grey and white dott^ rosettes and 
an outer border of wing-shaped palmettea, each composed of coiicentric bands of n’horla of red, 
dark pink, green, blue and white, all shaded and onilincil with black or white. The arrangement 
of these colours is varied in’ the succesaive wings so that two alike do not come together. 

tSeven attendant figures surround him, three to his right and four to his left. 

The lowest figure to R.p. is a Buddha kneeling on one knee and uj anjuli j>ose, looking up 
towards the central firare. The Sesh is pale, clumsily shaded with pale purple; smalf mous¬ 
tache and " imperial . Simple tiUika on forehead. Hair, blue, trimmed angularly. Nimbus 
has red field auironnded by green and pink. Upper robe, pnrple-red edged with green ; middle 
robe, blu^e: lower robe, grey shaded with grey-blue. Lotus Las Hark, shaded brown-pink petals 
edged with grey.

Drapery at chest nnd arm, md. Loin-cloth, grey, bordtired with blue. SjLsh, green. Bolt, in 
panels of red, white shaded with blue, red, ^leen, bine and red. Skirt, shaded rod. Stole, white 
shaded with grej-blne. Lotus, red with green centre. 

Above is an elderly aha von monk whose head is very finely drawn. He ia three-ouarter 
fate, in arijali pose, looking towards centre. The eytjii ^ round, ataring and the “ wliites ** 
oddised to refl-bro’tro. Irida, grey-green, Supra-orbita] prominences arc strongly emphasized, 
hace and neck, wrinkletL Lipa, elightly parted showing teeth, C!hin, aquarn. The aurfnee 
or skull is dotted with red which was probably originally white, suggesting stubble of shaven 
hair. Nimbus has green field suriouuded by shaded red and buJf, Robe, dull red-brown. <^n 
bordered. ^ 

To L.p., bdow, is a tlwarfi:^ figure of a young man carrying a golden dkb of cakes (?). He 
walks tuwanls centre but looking hack. He wears a red cap with live green spots (jewob *) 
on it and red and gold necklet and krmlet. His scautv loin-cloth, grey shaded with grev-blne 
and edged with buff, has the appeamnee of cofefoits. Round the calf of the leg he weara a band 
of spotted fur {leopard or cheetah) edged above and below with a different, blue or grev fur 
There U nothing to show how these peculiar " leglets *' are held in position. Girdle, white, tied 
m A bow m front with long end hanging from bow “ Upamta ”, red. Stole, green lined red. 

Behind ifi H Devata, turning towards centre, \rith hands folded In anjali pose. For costume 
details, ^e mitler (&) p. xi. h'aoe and body, broken. Flesh, pale. Smidl moustache. Hair, 
blue \nth ^'o tresses looped over ear. Necklet, red ivitb gold edges. Kimbas has green field 
surrounded by shaded dark red and buff. Girdle, red and buff with buff (gold) mounts. Loin¬ 
cloth, buff shaded with red and bordered white. Long skirt, grey shaded with ^rev-blue Sgah 
white shaded with pale blue. ” Upoef/o ”, dull red. >? - ■ i 

Above is a monk in afijali pose. Flesh, jiale, shaded with warm grev. Hair, blue. Robe 
white shaded with blim-^ey and bordered with brown ; lining, dull red. Nimbus has red-brown 
field surrounded by shaded blue and grev (yellow ?), 

At top, a lievttta looking down towards centre, the right band raised above the head b the 
act of throwing a flower taken horn the tray of pink flowera held in the left band. For details 
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of caRtuTiie» see tintler {h) p. 3d. iriesbt pale, outlines faded red. Eyebrows and moustaebe, 
black over grej'. Hair, blue detailed black. Necklet, red and gold (now grey). AmiJets, red 
**^8®*^ gold. Stole, dull red-brown. Skirt, grey (yellow?) abaded with sienna. Nimbus has 
green field surrounded by shaded red and grey (y^ow ?), 

In the R.p. top comer is a walled quadrangle with a p&ir of slightly opened gates on one 
side, approached by a flight of steps built of black and white (?) stones placed che^juer-wise. With¬ 
in the enclosure are two Chinese pnvillions, the nearer, larger than the further one, or perhaps 
the same size but in faulti'' perspective. In the end wall facing to K.p. of nearest pavillion, ia 
a double door slightly open and on the side wraU, a windowr furnished with square lattice work. 
The details of the furtfaer pavillion are not clear. Both are timber framed ivith bracketted, over¬ 
hanging eaves, ffled roofs with flaming jewel central omament on the ridge which tenninates at 
each cud in a bird's head turned towards central ornament. In the t3*mpanirm of the gable of 
the nearer building is the (ThineGe character ^ (heaven). The building stands on a high 
plinth of black and white stone, laid chequer-wise, a flight of steps giving aecesH to tlie doorwu}'. 
The ontaide of the enclosure wall is coveted with scroll work in black outline, with the parapet 
forming au upper border of discs in black outline on white. The inside surface of parapet is 
composed of a brack and white coimtcrchange in. scaphoid blocks. Trees growing outside the 
walls, lift their foliage to the level of the payiffion roofs. The gates of wall and house have their 
lower parts composed of one slab studded with six bolts in two rows of three each. The upi'or 
port is framed and boarded. Between lower and upper parts Is a strip of four small panels 
framed betw^n rails and stilcB with a centml stud in each jjanel. The frame (architrave) of 
the doorway is carried completely round aa in Indian wooden doorways. 

In the second sectior. is a central Buddha turned three-quarters to E.p., standing with san- 
daded feet on lotuses which rest on a raft-like boat floating in a stream. The right hand is 
upraised to shoulder level, thumb and finger fogether in teaching pose ; the left hand rests on 
the upper edge of outer robe in front of centre of body. Face, badly abraded. Flesh, pale 
but heavily shaded. Other details resemble those of the central flgure in previous section. 
Outer robe, red ; long under-robe, red and middle robe showing blue above ankle level. At 
upper part of body below breast, a close-fitting imder-robe of grey with bnff edges, JeweUed 
chains w'ith large tassels hang from shoulders. The field of vesica and nimbtis is composed 
of long petals radiating from figure, with tips curled over at outer ends forming a border. 
The petals are rod, green, dull pink and grey, with buff midribs and the tips of the same coloura 
but arranged to contrast with the inner colours. Snrroimding the field and divided from it by 
thin bufl and green I’ands, is a band of dull red-brown lattice pattern on buff, with central 
red-browu lozenge or half lozenge, in each opening. The outer wrder, divided from lozenge 
border by narrow bands of biifl and blue, is a series of bunches of multi-coloured " flames ” 
in buff, red, green aud bine on a dark red-brown ground. At the haw of each ” flame ” 
duster is a sort of buff calyx from which the ** flumes issue and bettveen clust ers is a buff peail- 
The onter lines are huff. On each side of boat are red, eroded river beuks, toppi?d with green 
foliage and flowerets. Each pomt of the bank is edged with buff and outlined with black."" 

Seven attendant figures Rurreund the Buddha. To H.p. at lower comer u man presents 
a tray of fruit {?). His head is missing but Ids black-bearded chin and black tabs bandog from 
his beiidgeur sugg^t his being of Iranian nationality. In front of him are a white ho^ aud a 
camel, each of w^hich carries a load, preaumably of gifts. To his left front is kneeling a fair grev- 
bcurded man in a pointed cap, lootang to R.p., with hands together. His lower garment is red 
and the flaps or panmors of hw tumr are black edged with green. Tlie bodv of the tuijie is green 
with buff collar. 

Between the two figures is the grc}' tunic- of a third, the upper part broken uway. Alcove, 
a Devata with hands together, turned towards central figure, Bebnd and jil ovc is « Vajiapani 
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of usual deniDU type carrying h vajra in the right hand and iionxishiug a fiy-whiak in the left. 
For general descriptioo see under ( 0 } p. xi. 

To L.p. in lower co m er Jmeeling on one knee is a man of Persian type, with pale face, short 
dull brown beard and moustaehe and broim streamers from his hat. He ia dressed in a grey 
tunic bordered and cnlfed with rlark red, red bands round upper anns and fur wrist lota, wdiite 
or pale bufi breeches and soft, black top-boota ivitli green bordets, held up by narrow suaponders. 
He hohls in both hands a tray of cakes or tartlets which be seems to be offering to the Buddha. 
Behind and above him is a fair plnmp-faced man with round eyes and brown hair arranged in a 
fringe of short tails across his forehead and longer ones down the aide of hie face. His head- 
tlress is white and appears to be a folded napkia. His dress is green. 

Above is a shaven monk with plump face and Huiall moustache. He looks towards the 
Buddha and with his left hand is copying the gesture of the Buddha’s right hand. Hb nimbus 
is similar to that of the Vajrapaui opposite. 

In the third section, in foreground is a finely drawn figure iu meditation, Stiblmdta (?), 
seated on a 3 nn 1 .ll carpet. The face is that of middle age, eyes downcast and a r.hin moustache. 
The hands rest one on the other, palms np, in the lap. The robe, which is white with buff borders 
and 1 ands decorated with scroll work, is draped over the head and falls open bom the neck to 
the hands and showa a close-fitting green under-garment with red and bufl border, passing over 
the loft shoulder and under the right. A red cord confines it at waist. A four line Uigur in- 
BciiptioD appears just below the hands and a short inscription in the same characters is on the 
breast. 

Above and behind this figure is a group of four musicians all turned to L.p. The lowest to 
R.p, is an elderly bald-headed player who uses a plectrum to pluck the strings and beats 
time with the great toe of bis left foot. Complexion, pink. Eyes, long and rather foil and 
oblique. Lips slightly parted as though humming, Necklet, red. Ear-rings AUfl cajcanet set 
with green jewels. Armlets, gold. He baa dark bricsk red cale^ons edged with green and over 
this an apron of grejr fur lined mth pink. Girdle, white. Stole, white, shaded with grey. Legs 
and feet, bare excepting for white anklets. The guitar or bimi ia white with dark sides and head. 
Plectrum, dark red-brown. 

To the left of this musician is a dute pLsyei {head misaing). This player is uafug a cross 
fiute, the end of which is just visible. He ia dressed very similurly to the biwa pkyer but he has 
bufi edges to his cale5ons and w'eurs fur leglets. The figure is outlined with black. 

Above are, to K.p., a red-bearded, green-eyed drummer who carries the drum under Ms 
right arm and beats it with a round-headed drumstick carried in the left hand. To left, a player 
of cymbals, which he clashes above his head. Both appear to wear fur loin-cloths. The cymljal 
player has a pelt over his left shoulder and fur leg-bands. 

Above and behind the muHicians are two faqtrs of regular Indian type, coarse featured and 
ash-Bioeared. ’The one to B.p. carries a crutched stick over his right shoulder and both have the 
left iiands upraised as thougfi in acclamation. 

To the L,p. is an elderly shaven monk kneeliiig on one knee on a rug. His left band s^jp. 
ports his slightly bowipd head and his right rests on his right knee. His open mouth indicates 
that he is loudly wailing and his whole pose is eloqnent of abandoned grief. The whole of the 
group in this section is associated with the death or Nirvana of the Buddha W'hose recumbent 
effigy formerly stood in the shrine and adjoined tins painted walk 

Along the upper part of the w'all towards the L.p. is a row of seated Buddha figures on lotus 
•thrones with haloes and nimbi. This was probably continued along the whole wall and repeated 
verLicaily over the surface of the vaulted ceiling. The lower edge of wall has a border of squares 
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decorated with lines ra diating from a central spot in eacli aquare. Thiee vertj'cni boriler bonds 
at the sides of the two first sections are decorated, with a floraf sere II on ^jreea ground. 

The general hackground is red wit!] lotiia'like flowers floating on it, eaoli with a pendent 
green leaf. Round the head of the weeping monk axe more elaboxtfte floral scrolls.

These should be joined to form one picture and they are here described together. 
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Two groups BarJi of four woraliipping figures are seated on lottiBes to right and left reapec- 
tiveh* of a river with eroded banka ^own in the centre. The banks are water^wom in a. snc- 
cession of irreguLir points or promontories and tie peen grounii is conventionally divided or 
contoured by o^da of yellow, outlined black, running inland from the promontories. This 
method of treating grassy land is seen in several of the (Central Asian wali-palntings. In the 
centre of irtream, near foreground, is an island and the immediate foreground is grassland on which 
stands a large pear-shaped jar with perhitps a lid on it. A similar jar stands on each honk right 
and left, with a wiBow tree growing beside it. Further in the picture is another tree on each bank. 
On the L.p, bank near the further tree are tivo conical objects resemhling ant*hills but leprcsent- 
icg mountain peaks. A similar object is on Rj). bank. The figure on the li.p, next the stream 
is {ina^ed as a monk and carries a punkah. Facing him across the stream is a VttjrBpapi with 
fly-whisk and mjra. The other six figures appear to be Rodhisattvaa or Dovatas. 

First figure to E.p. (I, .f,) facing to L.p. baa right band raised in viturka nindra and left hand, 
paljii upwards, at breftst.

The sixth, Mventh and eighth flgures are Bodhisattvas or Devatas and aQ seabed on lotuses, 
the sixth and eighth with hands in afijali and the seventh In mudra. They are tiiTTie<i 

three-quarber face, the sixth and eighth looking to R.p., the seventh with heati turned to L.p, 
as though addressi^ the eigiith, 'fhe flesh is moatly oxidised and discoloured anti the faces 
damaged by abraisions or breaks. The ruuA'iga is practicaEy the same in all and has a flaming 
jewel above the central rosette in front. The hair is dressed in a top-knot and falls in rippling 
locks over front of shoulders. The nimbus of the sixth has a green field. The seventh is the 
same as the hfth and the eighth the same os the sixth. For description, of costumes see under 
(h) p, xi. 

The sixth has a red and buff necklet. Skirt, pale brick-red edgeil huff and lined 
grey. Stole (?) ahowiiig over leg and at right shoulder, green. Other colouring as fifth. 

The seventh has a rich jtaie brick-red stole with green (?) lining. WaisVcloth. now dark 
liver colour was probably originally white. Loin-cloth, buff. Sasb, buff shaded with grey* There 
reems to be a short skirt over knees, brick-red, edged with buff and liver colour. The long skirt 
is dull pink lined w*ith brick-red and edged with buff.

hirst divinity (Karttikeya) to K.p, is seated on a bird (peacock or aV-mury). He sits facing 
three-quarters to It.p, in the pose of Koval Fa.^—that is, with one leg hanging down and the 
other tucked up m frent. Flesh, light. Evea, round and glaring, slightly oblique* Earn pointed 
at upj>cr edge. Hair, black, in tufts and the rest of the head shaven. Odd tuft hanga over fore¬ 
head and is tie.) reund at roots like a brush. Other tufts are above ear and at back. The figure 
baa six omifl and in each hand a symbol. Two hands are raised above head level and conr in Gie- 
right, red diw of the Sun, in the left, the white Moon. The next pair, about ahouJdet high, earn* 
tn nght, two broad-headed arrowa and in the left, a bow of Peraian type. The third pair, right 
mind at breast, part broken away but two red stems extend below hand ; the left resta on hip 
holding a long rod or wand resting againat shoulder and reaching up to level of head. Upper 
of the body is nude except for red and white and green stoles winding about arms and body. 
On the nimfl are traces of gilded armlets to which hong bunches of three or four beads suggestive 
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of lotus buds. Skirt, pink. Sandals on feet, of the same type as those of the Buddhas from shrine 
Bez. iii. The biid. has head turned looking towards rider. The eJawa are finely drawn, although 
the left leg seems to liave a joint where no joint should be.

The third divinity is very fragmentary. Right aide of face, lips, shoulder udth long wavy 
blank tresses faTItog in front, part of trunk and legs ami one foot are present, also top right liaiid, 
which holds red disc fSun). Vesica with bufi field, bordererl grey. Middle right hand holds 
yellow, seated Uuddh'i with red ninibus. 

Lower register shows, below Karttikeya, a large standing dirinity looking to L.p, with 
hanils resting on top of elaborate mace, the lower end of which touches the ground. Behind 
hlTn ia a small red-huired figure facing to L.p., and above, a small figure facing to L.p. who seems 
to be drawing the tip of a brush between his lips, puffing out the cheeks in the process. Zn 
trout is a snmll earth-goddess looking towards him, in volnuiiuouB robes and elaborate coiffure 
and hearing a trav of fruit (?). Below ami in front ia the upper part of an tiplnmed face. Just 
above goddess is a typical Brahmin Sadhu figure facing to L-p., irith pale face, green eyes, grey 
heard and grey hair tied in a top-knot. From L.p. shoulder and downwards across body is a fur 
“ From the little finger of upraised left hand rises a smoke-iike emanation. In right 

hand he holds a flower (i). In frojit of Sadhu is a di\finity in warrior dress, nimbus behind head, 
faring a group of small demons running to L.p. as though scared by the threat of the thunder¬ 
bolt in his upraised right hand. The left hand is expressively posed with fingers outspread. 

Bulow to R.p. is a yellow-faced snarimg demon with flame-like grey hair, caTTving a Irow 
and facing three-<]uarteEs to R.p. To L.p. is a Chinese figure, fuE-fuce, in long coat of rich deep 
crinurou and wearing a black, flat Chincae hat with two tMu tabs projecting from the sides. To 
his right front is the face of a figure holding his hand before his mouth as though whispering 
confidences to the crirason-coated person. 

The subject of the foreground of the picture is a veraion of the abduction of the DEdne Nectar 
(.drtirfto) by tTfiruda, the bird mhana of Vishnu. Although Ganuja was successful, liis task was 
beset by many difficulties and dangers and in the cleverly drawn figure of the Bird seen near the 
centre of foreground some of his troubles are very spiritedly portrayed. Caught in a noose round 
his neck, his right w-riat in the grasp of a demon with uplifted hludgeon, a hound biting his right 
thigh, in this desperate plight he seems to be atrugglicig pluckily to get away from his a ssa ilan ts. 

To his front L.p. is a group of five figures, two demons, one baldi, with long hair- 
tufts at temples, carrj'iug a hawk (?) on his right forearm, and three soldier-like persons. Of the 
tliree “ soldiers " the left ami only is visible of one, drawing a bow in which ib laid an arrow 
directed upwards. ThiH is threatemng the flying Garuda (misamg). A second “soldier” in 
Chinese hat has bfith arms outstretchefi to L.p., pulling on a rope, the bight of which is round 
the neck of the fallen Garuda in foreground in L.p. The third “ soJflicr ” is heuding to B.p. 
ga7ing to L.p. and tucking up his sleeves as though preparatory to energetic “ direct action.” 
The second demon has seized the right wrist of Garuda in hiF right hand. Garuda (finely drawn) 
ia straining towartls L.p., head tum^ facing his oHaailants, the left foot gripping the ground and 
the right leg outstretched to R.p. A dark red-hroum hound has its jaws buried in the left thigh 
of AlAfuda. There is very great feeling for violent action in the drawing of this group. Behind 
garuda are the draperies of a large figure. To I^.p. of Garuda is a fuli-foced standmg warrior 
wearing voluminous robea and an arrow caae (quiver), his right hand extended towards Cfaruda 
with upraised forefinger as though admonishing or advising him. Em left hand rests on the 
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end of A bow. To L,p. of wamor ia & amull supplicating figure, threc-quaiter back view, lu 
China'te bat with hands together facing a laige divinity in warrioT dresa with upward-binowlng 
oloud-like aleevea. This divinity stands facing three-quarters to E.p. on a very stylised rock. 
To L-p. is a a m all NSga Idni; standing on a lotus, with a siuike headilrBaa ami a niiubus. Above 
is a yellow demon with month open and atrcainiiig hair. Above him is the figure of an artist 
in white robe and black skull-cap, holding Ins brnab in the right hand and the ink bowl on the 
upturned palm of the left. Above him an elderly Brabmin faces three-quartera to L.p, wearing 
& tiger skin over bia left shoulder and a leopard skin round hips. To L.p. is a largo divinity in 
warrior dress, with plum;> face, large round eyea and an elaborate muku^tt witb gilded dragim 
Great iHaiiiTig from a lotus. The right hand, finely drawn, ia upraised and bolds a mnkh {?). The 
left hand is on left hip, Fhimes rise from tbe and from the drapery of the left shoulder. 

He stands on a grey rock with green top Burihee, Behind him ia a ainall figure with pointed earn 
und gilded r/iuA*M*i and above, another artist or scribe^ with brush and ink pot. Pink and green 
Bcrolling clouds iloat about the background and serve to divide incidenta and to frame iniportanl! 
figures. 

The drawing ia very Chinese with Tmbi^n influence. Many traces of gold remain and a 
oonsidemble amount has probably been scraped off or has fallen away. The general eonditioti 
is bad, the ravages of wlute ants and other destructive insects having destroyed mueh of the 
surface. It was a work of considerable difficulty and delicacy to retain the various fragmenta 
in their relative positions in the eourae of removing the connecting mud from the back prepara¬ 
tory to setting the fraguients iu piaster.

The thione below the Buddha is rectflugular and the front appears to he divided 
into panels—three square ones above, of which the side i«anels are green and the centre red, 
witli a lattice of thinVhite lines giving a tile eiTect. Below is a red panel extending the full width 
of throne and latticed as above, tut just helow' the npjpei central red panel is a siuali mauve 
panel which breaks into the upper part of the lower red panel. Below the throne are a narrow 
baud of mauve and ancther of red, suggesting steps. Below and m front of these is green (water) 
with a floating red and yellow duck and three red bolls (jewela ?). 

The devotee on the Buddha's right seems to wear a simple tunic reaching to the knee^. 
mauve-grey, bordered with bufl. He kneels on a greea mat. Large portions of his fiigure ate 
mifiaing^ 

The figure to Buddha’s left, whose face is discoloured, seems to have white hair, (or it may 
have faded) a dark red monk's robe edged with buS, and a mauve mat. 

Above, on the edge of one of the serrariona of the lozenge is perched a grey bird. This may 
be a vulture and would perhaps identify this subject as that of the GrdhiaJriita sermon.

Beneath 
appear their feet shod in black slip]>era oruameu'tetl with a row of white dots round the opening. 
Prom the closed finger-tips of each monk: in upper row issues a three-leaved spray which 
breaks monotonous row of pale heads on maroon background. 

The figures are erect and somewhat atifily set. They have broad shoulders and sliiQ waists. 
The upper half, including the heads, i.s very well drawn ; but in upper row this part of the figure 
Is much too large for the legs. The smaller figures are better proportioned. The heads show a 
marked difference in type f^m those of the preceding frescoes. They are long and flat-crowned, 
with Grecian noses, moderately oblique eyes and short ears. The line of forehead and cheek and 
also of back of head, as seen in three-quarter profile, is very straight; the chin broaii and round and 
the mouth very snmlL The eye-brows arc in only one case represented by a single orobed line :

In back row, fignre to L.p. has high top-knot slightly 
to one side. That to E.p. has small fringe over forehead and thin tail behind. In front row, the 
figure to L.p, has two leaf-shaped locks curving right and left. Middle figure has one '* love¬ 
lock in front curving to L.p. The E.p. figure has fringe over forehead and long leaf-shaped 
luck at side. -411 have their bands folded in devotion. The bodies are nearly all mistsinp nnd 
piLits of the heads of the front row. 

To L,p., part of upper half of four atandiiig figures, ail dressed in moiddsh robes and probably 
all carrying lotuses on long stems. The find; to E.p. has only part of neck, left skoulder and upper 
arm remaining. A light stole appears to be throts'n over left shoulder of his yellow-brown robe. 

The next shows both hands, at breast level, grasping stem of lotus. Head and part of centre 
of body is broken away. Flesh, pink, Eohe buff, with white stole across chest. 

The next baa a long face of which the features have almost disappeared, scanty beard and long 
straight hair, parted over forehead and hanging behind shoulders; round, close-fitting black cap 
with slightly elevated top, held on by a red chin-strap. Bobe, blue. Hands, small and poorly 
drawn, hold lotus stem- 

The nest figure la probably that of a woman with peculiar flBt,-topped low* LeaddresB sur¬ 
mounted by an ellipsoidal form affected by ladles in Uigur times. This figure is badly damaged 
and blackened by Between the heads of these two last figures is a lotus which is probably 
that held bv the ladv. 

The next group has m the centre a man, his face almoFt all missing but showing a scanty 
straight beard and huff chin-strap from ins hat. He wears a close-fitting Ibright red robe or tunic 
boldly figured with pains of lions rampant, facing each other and supporting a large green spherical 
jew'el on their upraised forepaw's. The lions are greenish-yellow with darker, wing-shaped tail 
and mane, ou tlin ed and ma^ed with black. The blue w'alstbsnd supports pouch and the usual 
impedimenta carried by Uigur gentlemen. His hands appear to support, in front of his breast, 
a gold taxza, one hand below and the other above. 

To L.p. are the skirts of two other figures and the lower folds of the sleeves of one of them. 
The robe at the extreme L. p- seems to be pink figured with rosettes in blue outline. 

All the fragments are in a very bad state and their present grouping only tentative.

Tlit! lower regtsfter siiows to L,p. a aeat-ed regal figure the body turned to ll.p. but the head 
apparently facing outwards. The nefih is a warm, fresh pink. The hair of which the colour has 
perished, is long and appears at the right side of face in a clubbed mass as worn by Sasaoian 
Kings. The head-dress, as far as visible, is composed of a mass of imbrications like a lir cone. 
Behind the head is a nimbus with yellow field surrounded by a discoloured band. The right hand 
held to right front, holds a short mace with red shaft and for the head, the head of an ox. The 
left hand is raised above the waist but it is ohecuie. 

The costume is the Sasanian long-Bleeved. tunic to just above the knees. It is dark 

blue with the “ fire-altar *’ spot pattern in yellow and tnmming of dark red bands on which is a 
pattern in yellow conaisting of, along each edge a line of small pearl ” spots and between these 
edges, open circles witli a “ pearl ” in each spandrU between circles. This patiem can be seen 
on the sword belt and slmgs, where there is a rosette of an ctjen (irele surrounded by “ pearls ” 
and on the sword scabbard, which lies along the left thigh and passing behind the calf of the 
leg, reappears in front of shin. The border also shows behind the knee. The lower leg (only one 
shows) has a close-fitting covering and down the Ime of the shin^ is a bund of ornament consiating 
of rosettes of dots enclofled in circles on & red ground. The short boot is dark blue-black with 
“ pearl ” border round the ankle. This figure Sir Aurel Stein identifies as the hero Kustam.® 

Standing before the seated figure and facing fum is a three-headed (fm/turfi) person, with an 
object projecting above the head having the appearance of the upper part of a chair or throne. 
But as the figure is standing it may be connected in some vvaywifch a head-dress. The B.p. head of 
the fn'murfi seems to have a flame ornament in front of the Wad-dress. The nimbus has a yellow 
field aurtounded by a discoloured band. Round the neck is a band of ornament similar to that on. 
the seated figure. The right hand is extended, half open and palm upwarda, towards the seated 
figure. The dress ia a long tunic, caught in at the waist and white trousers or boots. 

Behind this figure are traces of two others; the nearer, wearing a Sasanian crown (oi the 
type seen on many Sasanian corns and silver howls] seems to be presenting a dish, the sides 
of which are ornamented with a modified ovolo pattern. There are traces of a border ornament on 
the cc^tume, red with thin yellow cross Hues between yellow edging.

of this figare is veiy vagae but appears to be of a difieient and older type, A iight-coloured lorn- 
cloth is the only visible clothing.

General description. Fragment of a small dome about ten feet in diameter representing a 
central dcity^ surrounded bv a number of lesser deities (?) arranged in three ^oues. The central 
figure occupies a circle in the crown of the dome and the figures in the two upper zones are each 
on a lotus growing from stems which spring from behind <%rtain of the figures in the first or 
lowest zone and which azitending upwards, form into two zones of spirals. The lotus thrones 
bearing the figures arc generally growing from the ends of the spiral stems and the spiral stem 
forms an enclosing line to each figure. On two of the spirals a second lotus springs from the 
stem and so two fignres are contained wuthin each of these enclosures. Large portions of the dome 
are missing, having fallen in antiquity. The lower part has suffered most and of the possible 
twenty-four figures in the lowest zone, only eight are recognisable, of which four are together and 
two, groups of two each. In the gronp of four the two centre figures are more or less complete and 
of the other sbe figures considerable portions are missing. There are indications of the positions 
of five others but the figures have disappeared. En the middle zone twelv'e are more or less com¬ 
plete and probably two missing. In tiie uppi^ zone all are present and are fourteen in number. 
Thus if the calculation of the missing figures is correct there were originally fifty-three including 
the central figure. 

The scroUing stems are gracefully arranged and well balanced and throw' of curling leaves, 
half-leaves and bracts, singly or in bunches, at suitable places. The original colouring bfl-R sufered 
from time and exposure to inimical conditions. The colours as they now appear have mostly 
deteriorated to a dull brown or reddiah-brown but here and there it is possible to recognise the 
original tint. The stems are aE dull brown outlined red, with a white line on one side and pro¬ 
bably a yellow linw on the other. The leaves are mostly similarly discolonxed but white (ed^) 
within refl outlines, grey, red, red-brown and possibly blue and green are traceable. The foliage 
is Gothic ” (Early English) in character and now and then suggests the Cliinese cloud formB 
(which also resemble a certain type of “ Gothic ” omanient}. 

The figures are thin, square-Bhouldered, long-bodied and long-limbed. The bands are long 
and graceful and the wide separation of the thumb from the forefinger when the thumb is abducted, 
b characteristic. The costume is of two kinds, one with long covering the legs to the ankles 
and the other with short dhoti and bare legs. A loin-cloth, angochha or daiiton ; a kind of 
upatnta ” crossing from left shoulder and passing round body below right arm wnth sometimes 
long flowing ends visible at back and a narrow stole passing over shoulder and winding round arms, 
with freely flowing ends, seem common to uU.

The general scheme of the dado consists of a heavy floral festoon undulating completely 
round the shrine snd carried on the ahouldera of youthful supporters placed at regular intervals. 
From each hollow formed by the downward droop of the festoon betw'cen the supporters rises a 
typical head and bust of a man or a woman. The supporters are sometimes clothed hi Persian 
garments consisting of a narrow-sleeved tunic and Phrygian cap and sometimes wear only a 
scanty loin-cloth and remind one of Italian amerrini who have adopted Indian ways. 

To R.p. is a supporter of the Persian type w'ith very attractive and animated face and dreesed 
in green. In the hollow between him and the next supporter waa a female head and bust but 
now too destroyed to make out. She was dressed in ** a reddish brown vest with black stole ” 
and '* the right hand seemed to hold the end of a three-stringed mnaical instrument,’'^ 

In the next hollow is a black-bearded man with heavy moustache. His dresa is green with 
a V-opening at neck, bordered by a reddish brown scarf. 

The next pair of ajnoi'tnf face each other. The one to R.p. has a very Semitic face with a 
bright happy expression. But the other looks tired and if we ma}^ jiidge from the fact that he 
is holdi^ his left foot in his right haud as though to gain some relief from long standing, this tired 
expression is intentional. The heads of both are shaven, with a leaf-shaped lock left above the 
forehead. 

The bust, in the hollow between is that of a beautiful lady whose head is tilted slightly as she 
turns her head to gaze to her right with an expression of wide-eyed innocence. On her checks is 
a delicate blnsh. Her hair is black, smooth over the forehead with long “kiss- curls ” in front of 
the earn and a mass of hair at the nape of the neck. As ear ornaments she wears red blossoms {I). 
On her head is a tiara of white flowers with pink touches on them. Her bodice is buff with a green 
stole over the left ahonlder. 

In the next hoUow is the bust of a young man looking to L.p. His right hand is held up 
easily in front showing the first and. fourth fingers raised and the middle tw'o turned down—a welf- 
known attitude of defence against evil. His face has not the Roman stamp of the one already 
noticed." ft suggests rather the modem Turkish type. The hair vs black, curlv and bushy 
at the neck. He is dean-shaven and has large straight eyes. His coat is buff, with long, wrinkled 
eleevea and a green vest over it. 

The last supporter wears a Phrygian cap, of mauve colour. His hair ia black, curly and 
neatly arranged in regular curls along his forehead. His garment is pink above and green at the 
shirt.

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The fe^tooa has Jost all ita detail and appeaia sa a hlaek band with cinctures at intervals 
with a group of three diaca (fmit or dowers) on each side of each cincture. It is probable that 
leavea and small blossoms were originally indicated on the black in the saiiifi style as in the tree 
in M, 111.003. At the lower part of each downward curve of the festoon is a light elliptical patch 
from which all details have faded. In Gandhara sculpture, where these festoons IretjUently 
occur, this position is occupied by a group of large leaves, fruits, or a piece of draperj’. At each 
side if the busts is a rosette, alternately pink and green. Border lines above are bLac^ and bnfi. 

Above the dndo are seen several pairs of feet of men and aniiuals, besides traces of other 
details, on a red ground. There are a pair of cloven hoofs, some lion's paws and a huiuau foot 
all towards L.p. end of arc.
